WEST INDIES. 

Report from Castries, St. Lucia Island — Sanitary conditions — Mos- 
quitoes. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Rush reports, August 8, as follows: 
The general health is good. Mosquitoes are numerous and condi- 
tions favor their propagation. Upon examination I find that nearly 
all the mosquitoes are Stegomyia, with an occasional Anopheles. 

An ordinance is now under consideration which has for its object 
mosquito extermination.

Africa— Loureneo Marques. — Month of July, 1906. Estimated 
population, 10,000. Total number of deaths, 60, including 8 from 
tuberculosis. 

Bahamas — Dunmore Town. — Two weeks ended September 7, 1906. 
Estimated population, 1,232. One death. 

Governors Harbor. — Week ended September 8, 1906. Estimated 
population, 1,500. No deaths and no contagious diseases. 

Nassau. — Two weeks ended Septembers, 1906. Estimated popula- 
tion, 12,656. No deaths and no contagious diseases reported. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended September 1, 
1906, correspond to an annual rate of 18.3 per 1,000 of population, 
which is estimated at 15,818,360. 

London. — One thousand five hundred and seventy deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 16, scarlet fever 7, 
diphtheria 11, whooping cough 11, enteric fever 2, and 455 from 
diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 
17.3 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,327 deaths were registered. In 
the "outer ring" the deaths included 1 from diphtheria, 3 from 
measles, 5 from whooping cough, and 154 from diarrhea. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registeredduring the weekended September 1, 1906, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 19 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,101,499. The lowest rate was recorded inDrogheda, 
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viz, 4.1, and the highest in Wexford, viz, 42 per 1,000. In Dublin 
and suburbs 166 deaths were registered, including enteric fever 2, and 
27 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended September 1, 1906, correspond to an annual rate of 14.2 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,787,788. The lowest 
i"ate of mortality was recorded in Paisley, viz, 11.4, and the highest 
in Greenock, viz, 22.9 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 487, including diphtheria 5, enteric 
fever 5, measles 3, scarlet fever 2, and 11 from whooping cough. 

Italy — Naples. — Month of May, 1906. Estimated population, 
589,301. Total number of deaths 1,181, including diphtheria 12, 
enteric fever 3, measles 13, and 73 from tuberculosis. 

Month of June, 1906. Total number of deaths 1,115, including diph- 
theria 11, enteric fever 2, measles 8, scarlet fever ^J, whooping cough 3, 
and 63 from tuberculosis. 

Japan — Formosa. — Ten days ended August 10, 1906. Estimated 
population, 3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. Six 
deaths from plague reported. 

Nagasaki. — Ten days ended August 20, 1906. Estimated popula- 
tion, 163,324. Total number of deaths not reported. Two deaths 
from enteric fever reported. 

St. Helena. — Four weeks ended August 18, 1906. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 3,700. Total number of deaths, 6. No deaths from conta- 
gious diseases. 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended August 31, 1906. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 408, including diphthe- 
ria 1, enteric fever 12, whooping cough, 3, smallpox 8, and 30 from 
tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Curacao. — Three weeks ended September 7, 1906. 
Estimated population, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 17. No con- 
tagious diseases.
